"Well, in time they 


will come over to our side. Mr. Ed- 
ison says he does not believe in psy- 
chic manifestations; yet he is work, 
ing on a device to establish a means 
of communication with the 
other 


world, and that shows he does not 
disbelieve. If shows there is a ques- 
tion m his mind. He knows the pub- 
lic is prejudiced, and he is wise to 
do as he does. Should he succeed, 
he will prove all that is required to 
justify him. 
"I think the scientists are coming 


around _ to it. 
Not very long ago 


they rejected entirely any suggestion 
that we might converse with those 
who have gone, but it will soon be 
impossible to escape from the con- 
clusion that it can be done. Prof. 
Joseph Jastrow, for example, has 
come to his conclusions against spir- 
itualism as a result of psychological 
studies. The fact is he h<is not tak-

- She 
shared the deep interest of her late 
husband, Carl ton H. Parker, in in- 
dustrial problems and is now devot- 
ing herself largely to a study of hu- 
man nature in relation to the pres- 
ent industrial system. 


For the past three months -Mrs. 


Parker, in order to get the view- 
point of the girls in industry, has 
worked in New York f«etories; 
a 


candy factory, dress factory, a la-jn- 
dry and brass works. 


"The girls are not unhappy," she 


said, "They appear as much satisfied 
as girls in much better positions 
may, 
on the whole. But the reason 


Is that they do not realize their mis- 
ery. They have become so used to 
bad ventilation, for instance 
that 


they are uncomfortable when a win- 
dow is opened. Physical conditions' 
that made me perfectly miserable, 
do not worry them at. all.

Craze For Hops Held 


Wisconsin; Disaster Came 


Growers and Packers in Sauk County Made Easy Money; 


About 30,000 Girls Worked in Industry According to Re- 
port Following the Civil War.

O 


NE of the .most interesting'chap- 


ters in Wisconsin history is the 
period of the hop craze, which 


wept the state between 1864 and 
870. It was stimulated by the in- 
Toduction ^f brewing industry and 
he enormous profits which could be 
ealized ;'by the growing of 
ho,ps. 


Inormous profits are said to have 
een made in Saul: county. 
"Truly hops are king," 
declared 


ne cf the newspaper reports in a 
ecent 
discussion of the industry, 


and iii this region 30,000 queens are 
•aiting on the old fellow." A dis- 
strous year in about 1868 practically 
ruined the' industry, however. Prices 
ropped. Hundreds of farmers were 
ruined and the hop growing business 


•as generally discontinued in Wis- 
onsin. 
The story of this industry 


f Wisconsin reads like a page in 
omar.ce. 


"The profits .held out to hop grow- 
rs by snch prices were extraordi- 
ary," said Frederick Merk in his 
tory of economic conditions in Wis- 
nshi following tlie war. 
"In 1865' numbers of grower* in 
iauk County -. :T said to have resi- 
zed'from their crop.$800 to $1,200 
>er acre, and one farmer was report- 
d to have sold the product of fifteen- 
ixteenths of an acre for $1,600. 
"Whether or not 
such accounts 


were true, and they were no doubt 
ighly exaggerated, their effect was 
IB same upon the popular.mind." 
'op growing developed into a verita- 
le 
1 craze. 'Gathering renewed force 


with every new acre planted in th« 
ounty of Saukr, where it may be said 
o have originated, and where the 
rop of 1865 was over half a million 
onnds, it spread from neighborhood 
o neighborhood, and from county to 


county, until by 1867'it had hopped 
the whole state over; so completely 
revolutionizing the 
agriculture of 


some sections that one in passing 
through them found some difficulty 
in convincing himself that he was not 
.really in old Kent, of England.' In 
1867 the product of the state was be- 
tween 6,000,000 and 7,000,000 pounds, 
valued at $4,200,000, by the next year 
it had leaped to 11,000,000 pounds. 
Sauk county .-'one produced in 1867 
upon 2,548 acres of land approxi- 
mately 4,000,000 i-junds, or one-fifth 
of all the hops raised in the entire 
country, and the next year upon a 
more than doubled acreage, her prod- 
uct was even larger. In 1C67 Kil- 
bourn, Sauk county, the chief- ship- 
pink center of the Wisconsin hop 
district, ranked, according to the 
Wisconsin Mirror, as the greatest 
primary hop depot in the United 
State—perhaps in the world.' 


"Harvest time in the.hop district 


was a season of v.nusual i- id pictur- 
esque animation. Far and near from 
the surrounding country girls and 
women of every class and condition, 
in response to the call for pickers, 
streamed into the hop gardens. 
Every passenger car is pressed into 
service, and freight and platform 
cars are fixed np as well as possible 
for the transportation of the pickers. 
Every train has the appearance of an 
excursion train, on some great gala 
day, loaded down as they are with 
the myriads of bright-faced girls. ^ 


"In 1868 the Wisconsin Mirror esti- 


mated that 30,000 girls -were at work 


cking hops hi the region tributary 


to Kilbonrn, of whom 20,000 had been 
brought in from outside. 'Truly hops 
are king, arid .in :this region 30,000 
queens are waiting on the old fel- 


low.' 


"The girls, in addition to receiving 


their board, were ordinarily paid at 
the rate of 50 cents per ten-pound 
box, 
a rate which permitted indus- 


trious workers to earn readily from 
51.75 to ?2.25 per day. Nor were the 
wages the on!y attraction. The pick- 
ing season was a time of feasting and 
merrymaking. 
Each 
night when 


darkness put an end to labor, the 
well-used fiddle was fetched from its 
case, and to its merry strains, under 
the mellow autumn moon the unw ar- 
ied tripped the jovial steps of the hop 
dance. 


"It was not long before the in- 


ventive Yankee miind was at work 
upon lihe problem of 
substituting 


machinery for the costly labor of 
the pickers. In 1868 the Buraboo 
Republic listed nine such machines 
invented during the year by men 
residing' in the Wisconsin hop re- 
gion. 
None of these 
mechanical 


hop pickers, however, was ever suc- 
cessful, though great things were 
predicted for them. 


"The magnificent profits realized 


by hop 
growers were • usually as 


royally' spent. 
If one may credit 


the tales still told in Sauk and ad- 
joining counties, farmers' 
daugh- 


ters rustled in silks and satins, pur- 
chased pianos, and \visited foreign 
courts, while sons exchanged over- 
alls for 
broadcloth 
and sported 


blooded horses 
and 
fancy 
phae- 


tons. 


"The change 
came sooner and 


more disastrously 
than 
even the 


wcrrst fears 
anticipated. 
In 1&68, 


owing to an unfavorable growing, 
season and the inroads of 
the re- 


cently arrived louse, the 
average 


yield of Wisconsin yards sank from 
1,400 
to 800 or 900 pounds per acre, 


while the quality of 
much of the 


crop was inferior. 
Yet even this 


was but the beginning of the mis- 
fortune. 
No sooner did the new 


hops begin to move than it became 
evident that the bottom had dropped 
out of the market. The eastern 
growers, having 
successfully ban- 


isihed the louse, had again produced 
a normal crop. The necessity for 
the Wisconsin product, had disap- . 
peared at just the tirne when the 
output had increased in spite of the 
small yield 
per 
acre, to almost 


11,000,000 pounds. The blackest pre- 
dictions were fulfilled; the New York 
market was hopelessly glutted.

The Muscle Shoals Plant 


The U. S. Senate Favors Government Ownership and So Gets 


Called Socialist and Bolshevic. 


T 


HE federal government has already expended $12,000,000 
for the construction of the nitrate plant at-Muscle Shoals, and 


a few days ago the senate authorized the appropriation of $10,- 
000,000 to complete the plant, by a vote of 34 to 29. Most of 
this will be expended for the completion of an immense power 
dam. The work of constructing the Muscle Shoals plant was 
begun while the war was on, and the nitrates .were to be used 
in the manufacture of explosives. If the house of representa- 
tives concurs in the expenditures, voted by the senate the plant, 
when completed, will be used for the production of nitrate fer- 
tilizers which will be sold to the farmers at cost. 


But also the power plant to be constructed will be able to 


furnish heat, light and power, which will save 6,000,500 tons of 
coal annually, and furnish to many cities and towns hydno-elec- 
1ric powre at low rates, and yet give the government an income 
•which will go far toward paying the cost of running the plant 
and REPAYING the original cost of constructing it. 


The fertilizer trust has fought the Muscle Shoals project 


j'.nd is backed up by the corporation-controlled press which is 
now denouncing the senate as socialistic and bolshevik. "Bol- 
shevism" is a handy epithet to use whenever a city or county 
or a state proposes to do something to relieve the people from j 
monopoly extortion. 


It will be urged that the government should not engage in 


competition with private enterprise. But when the government 
established postal savings banks it went into competition with 
the private enterprises conducted by banks and trust compan- 
ies. When it established the parcels post it went into compe-! 
tition with the privately owned express companies. 
Our pub-1 


lie schools and state universities when first established became | 
competitors of private schools and privately endowed universi- 
ties. But we are not likely to abandon any of these govern- 
ment enterprises. Their utility, efficiency and economy hav 
been demonstrated. 


Private monopolies are indefensible and intolerable and th 


farmer, more perhaps than any other class, has suffered from 
private monopolies, from the fertilizer trust and from monopolj 
controlled warehouses, elevators and transportation companies 


But, is is asked, are not other citizens entitled to receiv 


si.Tvflar benefits to those which will accrue to the farmers when 
the government furnishes them with fertilizers at cost? The 
answer is yes, and they DO. For farming is such "a basic in 
dustry that it cannot obtain benefits which cheapen the produc 
tion of products, without these benefits being shared by all.

future.

In any event Watson, Hays, Riddick and Campbell are 


happy over the fact that this Congress will not interfere with 
Armour and Swift.
